These suits 
involved various phases -the constitutionality 
the act regulating the practice medicine 
California, under which act the Board Exam- 
iners derive authority. The suits were brought 
Von Tiedeman, Gardina and Herbin, all 
whom were practicing illegally; the two last 
named had been rejected the Board Exam- 
iners. The decision handed down Judge Mur- 
asky very emphatic affirming the absolute 
constitutionality those portions the law 
question, and the suits against the Board were 
simply thrown out. Another suit, that Gerino, 
has been taken before the Supreme Court Cal- 
ifornia writ habeas corpus, and such 
cases are disposed promptly possible, 
this suit will probably decided very shortly, 
after argument before the Court bank; De- 
cember 7th has been set for the hearing. This 
suit involves the constitutionality another ele- 
ment the law, and course the decision 
this Court will final. The only other 
importance remaining that Hodghead, rep- 
resenting medical school, which the constitu- 
tional right the State Medical Societies ap- 
point elect members the Board, author- 
ized the State Legislature when enacted the 
law, questioned.

the direction cleaning up, disinfecting, im- 
proving sanitary conditions, etc., the authorities 
are doing splendid work and are highly 
commended. They are also doing what they can 
stop the increase rats, but their resources 
are very limited.

Goodfellow the above date, performed para- 
centesis abdominalis, removing approximately two 
and one-half gallons ascitic fluid, which appar- 
ently gave the patient considerable relief, and made 
him comfortable for the night. Operation decap- 
sulation the kidney was advised and accepted, the 
same being performed March 12th. The 
steps the operation have been described Dr. 
Goodfellow. 

not take time going into minute details 
the daily urinalysis, but will confine myself the 
most important features the case, namely, the 
quantity urine passed each hours and the in- 
crease and decrease albumin, urea and casts. Mi- 
croscopic examination demonstrated always 
abundance epithelia from the kidneys with amor- 
phous detritus. From March 12th March 15th 
each passage urine was examined, the highest and 
lowest percentage albumin recorded, and the high- 
est and lowest urea. After that, until the 25th 
March, the analyses were made from samples total 
urine passed each hours, the same percentages 
being recorded. After the 25th, samples the total 
for each hours were used. The totals recorded 
after the 14th not represent the total amount 
urine, as, spite instructions and precautions, 
some was invariably lost during defecation which 
occurred from twice three times each hours. 
This more particularly, the patient grew stronger 
and more obstreporous.

most long the human race, yet one that 
has not been understood until re- 
cent times. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 1843 
made strong plea for care attending cases 
confinement after attending autopsies cases 
erysipelas, but fell the lot Semmelweis 
Vienna, 1847, discover that what Dr. 
Holmes suspected was fact, and him 
owe our first real knowledge the 
puerperal septicemia. was not exactly 
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accidental discovery, but was made comparing 
the symptoms the fatal illness Prof. Ko- 
letchka Vienna, which illness was caused 
wound received while dissecting, with those 
puerperal septicemia, which they resembled. This 
resemblance made Semmelweis think there might 
connection between the two diseases, and 
prove made all his students who were work- 
ing the dissecting room wash their. hands 
chlorine water before examining pregnant 
woman, and doing reduced the mortality 
from septicemia among women confined his 
students from 11.4 per cent 1.27 per cent, 
which was certainly proof that unclean hands 
carried the disease. Without knowing Semmel- 
weis anticipated Lister and Pasteur practical 
antisepsis. was long time before Semmel- 
weis’ ideas received much credence, but they 
have been gradually elaborated until the pres- 
ent time know that puerperal septicemia 
caused infection with some 
almost always from outside the uterus vagina. 

The actual cause septicemia the toxins 
elaborated the which infect 
the abraded surfaces and develop the secretions 
and detritus left after childbirth. number 
bacteria can cause the disease; chief among the 
offenders are the staphylococcus pyogenes aureus 
and streptococcus pyogenes, and occasionally 
diphtheria colon bacilli may the cause; any 
pathogenic may cause the disease, 
although the infections different microbes 
doubt cause different degrees severity the 
disease. When speak one form micro- 
organism being the cause, think must con- 
sider the predominating there 
doubt very seldom case caused one 
alone. 

The pathology not very lengthy. When the 
bacteria once get inside the uterus they find con- 
ditions that are unsurpassed for 
the secretions are profuse and there may few 
shreds membrane small piece retained 
placenta which, with the heat and moisture, make 
excellent culture media. They develop rapidly, 
elaborating their poisons, which are rapidly ab- 
sorbed the abundant blood vessels and lym- 
phatics the walls the uterus and vagina. 
the surface where the placenta has been removed 
and the surface any abrasions along the 
parturient canal may found ruptured blood 
vessels and lymphatics; into these the bacteria 
advance, thus getting into the general circulation 
carried other parts the body. Those 
taken the lymphatics are more liable 
lodge somewhere the pelvis, causing cellulitis 
those getting into the blood vessels passing 
through the general circulation may form ab- 
scesses any part the body. some cases 
apparently have only the poisons absorbed 


from the uterus, resulting comparatively 
mild disease there only the one factory for 
when other abscesses occur have sev- 
eral factories making toxins. the very viru- 
lent cases where death occurs there very little 
fact, outside the infection and 
inflammation the uterus there only 
found beginning fatty degeneration all the 
organs the body; when the disease lasts for 
several days weeks usually have septicemia 
and pyemia combined, or, has been called, 
septico-pyemia, with abscesses outside the 
uterus well general fatty degeneration. 
the patient recovers frequently find abscesses 
the cellular tissue the pelvis, tubular 
ovarian abscesses. 


Passing over the symptoms, which can read 
the text-books, will give you some the 
methods treatment which should most interest 
practical physicians and surgeons. The 
first thing think when chill occurs the 
temperature creeps up, that there some ab- 
sorption from the vagina and try few va- 
ginal this, course, providing can 
find other absolute cause for the chill tem- 
perature. the vaginal douches fail ac- 
complish reduction temperature and other 
symptoms toxemia arise, the next thing 
douche the uterus; that accomplishes our end 
more, but not, thy patient put 
under anesthetic and thorough curetting 
the uterus done with dull curette, giving 
douche the same time. Here where differ- 
ence opinion some surgeons believe 
not packing the uterus all after curetting, 
others packing with plain gauze, which seems 
the most rational, while others use iodo- 
form gauze, which object account the 
possibility iodoform poisoning. Dr. Ochsner 
Chicago packs with gauze saturated with alco- 
hol, treatment have never seen used. Any 
hours and the some cases re- 


packing may done, but have thought that the 


best results were obtained douching the uterus 
every hours; the treatment used 
Dr. Ochsner, repacks with gauze saturated 
with alcohol and keeps the patient near 
absolute rest possible. believes that ab- 
solute rest all inflammations necessity 
order obtain the best results. Solutions for 
douching may normal saline solution, lysol 
5000, carbolic acid per cent per cent. 
prefer the solution bichlorid mercury, fol- 
lowed normal saline solution until see some 
slight symptoms mercury poisoning, then 
changing lysol. The lysol solution more 
soothing the patient. the quantity 
solution necessary for each douche, prefer 
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about four quarts, with the syringe irrigator 
hung very low make very little pressure 
and have the douche last from fifteen twenty 
minutes. think not advisable leave any 
antiseptic solution the uterus, its lax 
condition will retain some, make practice 
following mercury, lysol carbolic acid irriga- 
tions with about two quarts normal saline solu- 
tion. 

hear great deal about antitoxins and the 
use anti-streptococcus serum. mind 
there doubt the value anti-strepto- 
coccus serum can prove that the strepto- 
coccus the offending but that 
something the general practitioner cannot often 
prove, and fact, are more apt have 
mixed infection. have membranous 
condition present and culture develops diph- 
theria bacilli few hours, should certainly 
use anti-diphtheritic serum, but would not 
right stop other treatment and depend entirely 
the serum might have other infection 
well. don’t want misunderstood re- 
gard serums, for have great faith them 
where can prove that they are applicable; 
simply want carry the impression that would 
harder prove the streptococcus the 
cause severe symptoms than prove the pres- 
ence diphtheria when membrane present. 
more precautionary measure than with 
feeling certainty that are going counter- 
act streptococcus infection. The use for- 
malin solutions which was loudly heralded short 
time ago, seems not practical treatment. 

Sustaining treatment great importance 
and usual, cases fever, put the pa- 
tient liquid diet, furnishing much nourish- 
ment possible with the least effort the part 
the digestive organs. Whiskey, with some 
physicians, has been sort sheet anchor 
suppurative cases for long time and does 
great deal good, but prefer nourishing diet 
and such stimulants strychnin and nitrogly- 
cerin. also think that infusion normal 
saline solution occasionally does great deal 
toward diluting the toxins and helping the sys- 
tem throw them off. Any other treatment 
would for the relief symptoms they arise. 

More important than treatment 
we, physicians and surgeons should use every 
means our power have our obstetrical pa- 
tients cared for cleanly manner, near 
aseptic possible, making the surroundings the 
best that circumstances will permit and leaving 
nothing undone ourselves the way steril- 
izing our hands and instruments. seldom 
that not have time prepare for taking 
care our patients and there always plenty 


soap and water obtained for the asking. 
The vigorous use that same soap and water 
and good brush will save great deal 
trouble and doubt save some lives, although 
may not aware the time. wish 
protest against the somewhat general idea that 
little antiseptic solution wash the hands 
sufficient; the hands should thoroughly 
scrubbed with brush and soap before using 
antiseptic solution, and the soap and brush are 
properly used think the antiseptic solutions 
usually used are little aid antisepsis, but more 
show. therefore make plea for more 
thorough use soap and water and good stiff 
brush.

Tuberculosis fowls well-known disease 
Europe, and its control has been discussed Dr. 
med. (1), Cameron (2), Meek (3), 
Zurn (4) and Zurn (5).

Its existence flock constitutes 
steady drain, but attracts slight attention be- 
cause poultrymen are accustomed large losses 
from diseases and reckon such part the 
business. one instance the disease was brought 
the attention the writer owner who 
reported loss about 250 out flock 
1400 fowls year. The owner had made 
large number post mortem examinations, and 
the lesions are easily recognized, the observa- 
tion has some interest. 


Symptoms are only noticeable advanced 
cases. The bird becomes excessively emaciated, 
condition which easily recognized the 
atrophy the pectoral muscles.

Tubercle bacilli were readily demonstrated 
the various lesions from time time stained 
smears and sections.

Tak- 
ing advantage the experience the control 
tuberculosis cattle, can rest assured 
that flock healthy birds can raised con- 
stantly kept from contact with tuberculous birds 
and Jand that has not recently been contam- 
inated with diseased ones. The useful life 
hen short that there justification for be- 
lieving that such procedure would,-in three 
four vears, result the eradication the dis- 
ease. 

some chicken ranches where the disease 
prevalent, all the available land already utilized 
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for fowls, which fact would necessitate fencing 
off piece the infected land for separating the 
young stock from the old infected ones. Such 
procedure would involve the disinfecting land 
and buildings. Buildings could 
cleansed some the creolin preparations al- 
ready employed against mites, but the disinfection 
extensive areas land offers more serious, 
but means insurmountable, obstacle.

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THE PREVENTION PERINEAL 
LACERATIONS.*

paper not written for the purpose 
exploiting any special method for the preven- 
tion perineal lacerations, but rather call 
attention the bearing upon the subject cer- 
tain more less neglected obstetric procedures. 

Descriptions contrivances and maneuvers 
for application only the end the second stage 
labor have formed the bulk the 
ineum for many but 
that only very few such measures have 
secured position among the accepted ob- 
stetric methods. The others have been use- 
less, and some, especially those which consist 
manipulations with the rectum and the vulval 
orifice, with the possible exception the little 
operation episiotomy, are positively harmful. 
The fact that such universal method exists, 
does not relieve the obstetrician the obligation 
which rests upon him. The obstetrician the 
general practitioner. the benefactor 
the gynecologists, but the writings these gen- 
tlemen not indicate that they appreciate the 
benefactions, for they continually refer the ob- 
stetrician terms reproach for his sins 
omission. There are two ways which the ob- 
stetrician can escape this just criticism. can 
give more attention preventive measures and 
can more repair the injuries the time 
they occur. During the last few years tears 
the perineal body show upon the surface are gen- 
erally repaired once, but vaginal lacerations, 
often involving the muscles the pelvic floor, 
are frequently neglected. These should not 
left the gynecologist. evidently having 
difficulty with them, may judge the fre- 
quency with which new operations for their re- 
pair are described the journals. 

There are considerations which tend prevent 
the prophylactic side the subject from receiving 
the care that should. The general practitioner 
considers obstetrics the burden the profession. 
poorly paid and has been accused neg- 
lecting that account. Certain that the 
gynecologist better paid for repairing the dam- 
age than the obstetrician for preventing it, 
for immediately repairing it. 

matter fact, barring careless instru- 
mentation, severe perineal and vaginal lacera- 
tions (the ones which present difficulty the 
immediate repair), are nearly always caused 
some abnormality position presentation, 
disproportion between the child and the 
maternal pelvis. behooves the obstetrician 
study each case with care and render the proper 
artificial aid any and all points where nature 
fails preserve the normal mechanism.

should even remember the possibility dispro- 
portionately large babies when giving the 
pregnant patient her first instructions the time 
she acquaints him with her condition. The usual 
history should taken and special attention giv- 
the character previous confinements. 
she has had children over average weights, 
she should given instructions regarding the 
proportions the foodstuffs which should 
present her diet rectify this tendency. 
satisfied from own experience that much 
can done along this line, and that much will 
done soon the profession becomes di- 
vested the belief that any restriction the 
mother’s diet attended with danger the 
child. Williams (1) crediting the investigations 
Prochownick and Florschutz states that diet 
poor carbohydrates and fluids exerts marked 
influence upon the weight the child without 
otherwise affecting it, and not few cases 
these precautionary measures may obviate dif- 
ficult delivery even away with the necessity 
for the induction premature labor. 
advise restricted diet patients who have borne 
excessively heavy babies, those who have slight 
pelvic contractions, and all primipare. The 
carbohydrates and fluids are greatly decreased, 
fruits are allowed large quantities and the 
proteids are little all diminished. have 
seen several babies under average weights 
which believe justified ascribing such 
dietetic treatment the mother, and each in- 
stance the delivery occurred without lacerations 
and was not unduly rapid. Furthermore, the 
children were strong and their weights between 
the fifth and sixth months exceeded the normal 
proportion twice that birth. 


fully aware that investigations the 
dietetics pregnancy are insufficient establish 
upon thoroughly scientific basis, but enough 
known warrant the belief that more exact 
knowledge. favorable this kind treatment, 
will gained. one investigator (2) re- 
marked, know enough sure that re- 
lationship does exist between the nourishment 
the mother and the development the fetus, 
and between the condition the mother and 
the character the confinement, and this being 
character the labor through the nourishment 
ether narcotics ease the labor pains. 

would say nothing about the management 
normal first and second vertex positions the 
second stage were not for the high percentage 
lacerations authors give for all labors. 
cent all labors are normal far position 
child and labor are concerned, the 
proportion tears for this class cases al- 
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together higher than need be. The technique, 
usually taught, should accomplish much better 
results than this. The two cardinal points the 
management are first, the maintenance flexion 
until the occiput has reached the lowest possible 
point below the pubic arch; and second, chloro- 
form anesthesia the surgical degree when the 
head about extend. The posture the pa- 
tient important, must one which will 
afford the operator complete control the ad- 
vancing head. This utterly impossible with 
the patient the position lengthwise 
the bed. There are only two proper positions 
and these are the left lateral, and the dorsal- 
across-the-bed, with the hips the edge and the 
legs held two assistants. The left lateral po- 
sition decidedly the more practicable. With 
the patient this position, the hips the very 
edge the bed and the legs partially flexed, the 
operator controls the advancing head with the 
fingers the left hand the occiput, reached 
passing his left hand over the abdo- 
men, and between the thighs from the front. His 
right hand idle, but ready assist when ex- 
tension about take place. the perineum 
not firm enough hold back the sinciput, and 
thus keep the head flexed until the occiput suf- 
ficiently advanced below the pubic arch, the right 
hand should assist exerting some pressure 
over the anus. pressure should ex- 
erted over the perineum itself between the 
anus and vulva and 
the vulva orifice allowable. When the prom- 
inence the occiput has been delivered beyond 
the pubic arch, the heel the hand placed be- 
tween the tip the coccyx and the anus and the 
head crowded forward with due regard for the 
integrity the tissues about the clitoris. This 
pressure behind the anus will produce extension, 
which must proceed slowly and controlled 
perfectly the left hand the occiput. this 
time the best results are obtained when the peri- 
neal muscles are relaxed much possible 
complete chloroform anesthesia. There need 
fear post partum hemorrhage after this use 
chloroform. If, however, there any reason 
why chloroform cannot given, the head should 
extended and delivered between the pains. 
The shoulders are carefully delivered allow- 
ing the anterior one pivot against the pubic 
bone after rotation, while the posterior deliv- 
ered. This method withthenatural lubricant should 
not attended with more than per cent 
lacerations, and should rare for one 
these beyond the first degree. tempted 
say that complete laceration need never oc- 
cur under such conditions. Such minor lacera- 
tions, with two three silk-worm gut sutures 
heal very nicely well perhaps clean perineal 
episiotomy incisions. 


The operation episiotomy is, however, de- 
serving some consideration paper such 
this. would greater value were pos- 
sible know any given case that laceration 
inevitable. properly performed, will cause 
harm, and done whenever the operator feels 
certain that his other measures will fail, will 
sure prevent some bad tears. should done 
according Dickinson’s (3) directions. The cuts 
about one inch long and quarter inch depth, 
severing the resisting band which felt about 
one-half inch within the tense edge the vulva. 
The important point the operation make 
the cuts parallel with the long axis the wom- 
an’s body, and not right angles the edge 
the vulva being distended the head. 
usually performed, the posterior ends the in- 
cisions are found after labor approach each 
other the posterior wall the vagina, thus 
enclosing triangular space containing the peri- 
neal body. that case, the damage might 
great the ordinary second degree tear, 
and involve the same structures. Instead ap- 
proaching each other, the incisions should 
found parallel after labor. They are easily 
united with running sutures fine catgut. 


Twitchell lays great stress upon the preserva- 
tion the natural lubricant during the process 
the labor. this slippery material repeat- 
edly removed too frequent digital examina- 
tions, douches, perhaps containing astring- 
ent antiseptics, the head will not slide should 
the perineum, but will push forward, there- 
diminishing the distance from the tense edge 
the pubic arch and favoring laceration. Hot 
douching during the first stage sometimes 
ommended relieve spasm the cervix, and 
increase uterine force. The cervix will dilate 
the head advances properly flexed through the 
superior strait; and the position and pressure 
are incorrect, amount douching will assist 
the cervix dilate. The uterine force can 
augmented better means than the hot douche. 
quite customary when forceps are used 
scrub out the vagina carefully with piece 
antiseptic soap and then copiously douche with 
creolin solution, which supposed re- 
place the natural lubricant washed out. 
not so. Asepsis necessary, and operative in- 
terference has generally been held indi- 
cation for douching, but Bretschneider’s often 
quoted study seems disprove it. 256 oper- 
ative cases were douched during labor, and, 
per cent had some fever, while 135 not 
douched per cent had fever. douching 
not necessary, then, secure asepsis, its only ef- 
fect the deleterious one washing out the nat- 
ural lubricant just before the forceps are applied, 
when most needed. 

the per cent abnormal labors, assum- 
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ing that that about the usual proportion, the 
common causes delay are abdominal inertia, 
overgrowth the child and arrested posterior 
positions the vertex, all which have the ef- 
fect prolonging the second stage, and thus 
materially increasing the danger injury the 
structures the pelvic floor. These conditions 
will generally demand the use forceps, and 
the manner their use great importance 
our subject. 


Beatty Dublin the early part the last 
century was challenged fight duel for writ- 
ing paper which stated that the proper 
and timely use forceps was unattended with 
danger the child mother. well rec- 
ognized fact that protracted second stages 
many lacerations can prevented extract- 
ing the head with instruments before the vagina 
has become bruised and dry. One author says 
good rule not use forceps primipara 
until she has been twenty-four hours labor, nor 
multipara till she has been labor twelve 
hours. The time element the indication for 
forceps has reference the second stage, and not 
the total number hours the patient has been 
having labor pains. better rule assist 
with forceps distinct and continuous progress 
not made within two three hours after the 
cervix fully dilated. careful, slow and in- 
termittent traction the axis the canal ex- 
tending over least twenty minutes, and with 
out douching the vagina, made this time, 
the results the maternal soft parts will far 
better than they will the head allowed sev- 
eral hours longer mold through the pelvis. 

regard forceps, wish urge the use 
the axis traction instrument. convinced 
that should used, advised Milne Mur- 
ray, every forceps extraction, whether the 
head the superior strait the pelvic out- 
let. only half-heartedly recommended 
American authors for the medium high opera- 
tion. much more use when the head 
has reached the pelvic floor. With it, extension 
will never begun until the occiput has been 
brought the pubic arch. should not 
removed until the whole head born. have 
seen least two tears into the rectum made 
improper traction with Elliott’s forceps the 
hands men who had used them many times 
before. may argued that this was not the 
fault the forceps, but they are often used 
wrongly they should discatded for instru- 
ment which has its own indicator for proper trac- 
tion, attached. Many operators will decide that 
has never been perfect after their 
first use axis traction instrument. The ob- 
jection seems that complicated, cum- 
brous and hard use. this objection valid 
when applied the Tarnier forceps, not 


valid with the one known Neville’s. com- 
monly used Ireland, and has been preferred 
the Rotunda Dublin for number years. 
The blades are the Barnes shape, and have 
Neville’s apparatus attached. The traction ap- 
paratus entirely outside the vagina when the 
forceps are applied, and can detached 
instant when desired. There arrow indi- 
cator the joint the traction rod which 
parallel with the Fenestra the blades, and when 
the force exerted line with the arrow, true 
axis traction the result. believe that this in- 
strument will save many perineum used in- 
stead the ordinary forceps. 


Among the various abnormal positions which 
may become factors the causation bad tears 
have encountered the occipito-posterior most 
frequently. this position found, the proba- 
bility that the labor will long, that the soft 
parts will become edematous, that 
cating secretion will absent, and that the great 
distention the perineum when delivery ac- 
complished with forceps, overflexing the head 
and then extending it, will result extensive in- 
jury the soft parts. have managed eight per- 
sistent occipito-posterior positions this manner, 
and while none the children were injured, the 
effect the perineum was not satisfactory. 
complete ruptures occurred, but lacerations the 
second degree were generally present. The treat- 
ment which seems attended with the best 
results anterior rotation with forceps. The text- 
books unanimously condemn it, but they offer 
nothing which gives anything like the results re- 
ported those who use it. The American Text- 
Book states that rarely succeeds and capable 
serious injury the child, but Richard 
Norris (4), the editor the book, rather en- 
thusiastically recommends other writings, 
and his detailed description the technique 
would recommend those who, like myself, are 
not satisfied with direct traction and wish try 
it. Brodhead (5) and others New York ad- 
vise and practice it, and report excellent results. 
Briefly, the method bring the head the 
pelvic floor, not already there, with axis 
traction instrument, and then rotate the occiput 
anterior position, preferably with the Tuck- 
solid-bladed forceps. prevent lacerations 
the vaginal walls, the tips the blades must 
kept the axis the canal, and this done 
during the rotation, deviating the handles 
the forceps the direction toward which the 
concavity the pelvic curve the instrument 
The head held the new posi- 
tion until the body rotates, and then the forceps 
are re-applied the sides the head and deliv- 
ery completed. course this procedure only 
applicable when the longest diameter the head 
has passed the superior strait. the head will 
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not engage the brim, the true high forceps 
operation would necessary, and that believe

DISCUSSION. 


Malaby, San Francisco—There very little 
left said about this paper Dr. Ewer’s. 
has covered the subject very completely and heart- 
ily agree with him everything except the last— 
rotation the head with the forceps. With the 
right hand make strong pressure against the head 
during the pains. frequently hold the head for 
fifteen twenty minutes and cannot help but notice 
the good results each pain this method. From 
the doctor’s paper would infer that would give 
chloroform all cases while the head passing over 
the perineum, especially the likelihood tear. 
would like ask always follows that method? 
About three years ago this subject was brought 
for discussion, and some advocated lubricant oils. 
think that nature helps more than all else these 
cases. The tear the perineum caused from the 
shoulders; very often when the head being de- 
livered, the two shoulders are presented the same 
time. have frequently seen tears caused from this. 
therefore, after the head delivered, the cord 
not around the neck, see that one shoulder pushed 
back and the one delivered. Regarding the ro- 
tation the head with forceps, takes expert 
rotate the head that way and not lacerate the 
head severai places. well equipped hospital 
up-to-date house with physician who has had 
considerable experience using the forceps, may 
good procedure, but general routine, cer- 
tainly would not advocate for rotating the head. 

one point regard the delivery the shoulders. 
After the head delivered and the rotation has taken 
place, the head should always elevated with the 
hand, and the upper shoulder held back behind, while 
the lower one born. This the method have 
adopted for many years and have saved many acci- 
dents that way. 

Dr. Topping, San would like 
say one thing advocating the left lateral position. 
used entirely the Rotunda Hospital, Dublin. 
When the head the vulva the parts are pressed 
back, therefore can further aid the distention 
the outlet. some cases get very good results 
using pad about 118° kept constantly the 
perineum between the anus and the vulva. There 
was one other point about the axis traction. Dub- 
lin they never use long straight forceps; al- 
ways the Nevel’s forcep. The advantage that the 
axis traction entirely without the pelvis. very 
low down and there only one point watch and 
that the arrow indicator which, kept within cer- 
tain line, will always give true axis traction. 

Dr. Parker, would like speak 
the use the ordinary forceps get axis trac- 
tion. place taking the handles, slip finger 
between the blade, catching them higher, and with 
good strength the hands you can use traction 
most forceps catching them high up. any or- 
dinary case you can get much traction neces- 
sary. You have much better control the move- 
ments the head than pulling. 

Dr. Hodghead, San Francisco—There were 
many excellent things the papers that hard 
discuss them. There one subject would call 


attention and that regard the delivery 
the shoulders. believe myself that the shoulders are 
the cause lacerations the perineum. Frequently 
after the head has been delivered, the perineum re- 
laxed and the body allowed rotate the anterio- 
posterior position, the obstetrician places one finger 
the axilla and the shoulder plows its way through 
the perineum. One way prevent that prevent 
the extreme rotation the body. Remember the 
various mechanisms flexion and rotation the 
occiput the front and after extension then external 
rotation. The occiput should allowed come back 
about the position already occupied. you per- 
mit the head rotate too far, then you have the 
shoulders the anterior posterior diameter.

INFECTIOUS PULMONARY EDEMA. 
PRELIMINARY REPORT.* 


OPHULS, D., San Francisco. 


HILE was studying mixed infections 
pulmonary tuberculosis, met with con- 
dition which, the naked eye, had all the 

appearances acute pulmonary edema such 
are accustomed see cases disturbance 
the circulation the lungs. nearly always 
occurred the posterior lower parts the lungs, 
and involved large parts the lower lobes 
diffuse manner the pleura over the affected parts 
had smooth, shining surface. The cut surface 
was dark red, often clearly bluish color, and 
smooth. pressure clear, slightly blood- 
stained foamy fluid was discharged from the pul- 
monary tissue. There was increase con- 
sistency the lungs, but not enough speak 
consolidation. microscopical examination 
one found these cases marked hyperemia 
the septa, the air spaces more less filled with 
coagulated fluid, desquamation the alveolar 
epithelium, very few polymorphonuclear 
leukocytes, and other words, typical edema. 
Yet when one stained the specimens for bacteria, 
the edematous fluid was found contain them

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very large, often enormous, number. The bacteria 
encountered most frequently such cases were 
ihe pneumococcus both 
which are known produce inflammatory edema 
other parts the body. The conclusion, there- 
fore, was nearly unavoidable that the edema 
these instances was infectious one and not 
produced disturbances circulation. These 
observations led make systematic study 
all cases pulmonary edema that came under 
observation. the purpose this paper 
give short report the results these in- 
vestigations. 


From material excluded all cases pul- 
monary tuberculosis, well all cases which 
there were definite pneumonic changes the 
side which the edema was found. this way 
collected among about necropsies performed 
during the last eight months, cases which 
there was extensive, most instances bilater- 
al, edema the lungs. The cases were not se- 
lected, but consecutive ones. They embraced the 
following Chronic nephritis and heart 
disease, cases; chronic heart disease alone, 
cases; cerebral hemorrhage, aortic aneurysm, 
emphysema, empyema the other side, cirrhosis 
the liver, pernicious anemia, cholelithiasis and 
carcinoma the prostate, case each. Among 
these cases found only which the edema 
evidently was produced disturbance circula- 
tion: e., which cultures well sections 
were free from bacteria. They were cases 
chronic nephritis with heart disease, the case 
aneurysm the aorta, and the case carcino- 
the prostate. all other cases bacteria 
were found not only cultures 
edematous parts the lung, but sections 
well, and always considerable, sometimes very 
large, number. these cases there was 
appreciable emigration polymorphonuclear 
leukocytes. one them the 
hemorrhagic and another the very numerous 
bacteria had produced, addition the edema, 
extensive necroses the tissues. the remain- 
ing cases beginning emigration poly- 
these the edema was hemorrhagic. these last 
cases, course, there cannot any doubt 
that have deal with inflammatory edema 
produced bacterial infection. The bacteria 
found the eleven cases were either pneumococci 
these organisms were present practically pure 
culture; the other cases non-identified bacilli 
were found with them, which have all reason 
believe were organisms putrefaction. 

believe that even those cases which there 
was emigration leukocytes, indicating the 
infectious nature the process, one may tol- 
erably certain that the condition was caused 


the presence the bacteria. the first place, 
both pneumococci and streptococci are known 
produce inflammatory edema, often with very 
slight leukocytosis; the second place, does 
not seem very reasonable assume that their 
presence these cases merely accidental. 
true the presence pneumococci especially have 
been demonstrated culture experiments 
times even healthy lungs, but they were 
always present very small number, such small 
number, fact, that one would not find them 
sections, and the very nature the bacteria en- 
countered precludes the possibility their hav- 
ing developed during the time which elapsed be- 
tween death and necropsy, from few the 
enormous number which they were encountered 
the sections. 


From experience should conclude, there- 
fore, that the most frequent form pulmonary 
edema encountered necropsies infectious 
edema caused pneumococci streptococci. 
well aware that the majority cases that 
come clinical observation are very probably 
edemata due circulatory disturbances. many 
cases this proved their rapid subsidence 
soon the circulation the lungs restored 
fairly normal condition. find the inflam- 
matory edema frequently, necropsies, be- 
cause is, mind, the most frequent form 
terminal infection that carries off patients with 
impaired resistance account chronic dis- 
ease. 

looking over the literature the subject 
fail find any mention the infectious edema 
any the common text-books, except the form 
collateral edema cases pneumonia. Orth, 
even, directly states his text-book: “Fur die 
Annahahme eines 
oedems, einer sog. pneumonia serosa, lassen sich 
Keine genugenden Grunde vorbringen. Rivalta 
(rev. Centralbl. Bact. XVI 456) describes the 
occurrence acute infectious edema cases 
pneumonia. Only Kockel seems have recog- 
nized the frequency infectious edemata. 
paper read before the Naturforschervers-amlung 
Frankfort 1896, describes cases pul- 
monary edema following injuries the head, 
fracture the spinal column, typhoid, 
which found streptococci, pneumococci and 
staphylococci 

The infectious edema, then, would manifest it- 
self anatomically diffuse hyperemia and 
edema the posterior parts, usually both 
lungs. may regarded abortive form 
the forerunner catarrhal pneumonia, e., 
those forms pneumonia which have 
more less turbid serous exudate and which 
produce the condition that known spleniza- 
tion the lungs.

PUPILS. 


THE EYE—NORMAL ACTION, DEFECTS, TESTS, HYGIENE. 


“The average person knows little about his eyes. 
Perhaps does not need know much about them, 
but should know least this much. should 
understand the action the eyes; what eye defects 
are and what they mean. Knowing this, guarded 
against serious eye dangers.” 

the normal eye rays light 
from distant objects are brought focus the 
retina without action the muscles accommoda- 
tion. The focal length the lens equals the axis 
the eyeball. The eye rest when looking dis- 
tant objects. 

Without change the lens the focus rays light 
from near objects behind the retina. That the 
image sharply focused upon the retina, the lens 
must become more convex. 

The lens continually changes its convexity the 
eye looks far and near objects. 

The normal eye maintains such change without 
fatigue. 

The eye infancy undeveloped eye composed 
growing tissues: the flat eye, underfocused. 
not adapted for near work. Development proceeds 
uncertain rate. The developed form the eye pre- 
cedes the full growth the body only few years.

AccoMMODATION.—In principle the eye optical 
instrument like the photographic camera. They differ 
this: the camera the convexity the lens 
not change.

(far-sightedness): The 
flat undeveloped eye. 

The axis the eye too short. 

Rays light from distant objects come focus 
behind the retina. the eye rest the images, 
even distant objects, are blurred. 

The eye never rest during waking hours. Con- 
tinued eye strain exists. 

Where hyperopia marked, reason the short 
axis the eye, the face shows want relief. 

Accommodation strong and distant vision may 
maintained without apparent fatigue. Pupils see 
board-work well. 

Near vision, however, gives rise fatigue. 

Children read well the beginning paragraph, 
but blunder toward the end. They may seem inat- 
tentive. Pupils with this defect tend exhibit 
unusual amount blinking and winking. 

Headaches, redness and soreness the lids, in- 
flammation the eyes often exists. 

This continued eye strain reduces the circulation, 
diminishes the nutrition, and thus takes away the 
energy which would otherwise aid the nor- 
mal development the eye and the doing use- 
ful work. 

(2) Myopia (near-sightedness): The elongated eye. 

The axis the eye too long. 

Rays light from distant objects come focus 
before they reach the retina. short-sighted person 
sees clearly definite distance; may few 
feet only few inches. Everything beyond this 
point hazy and ill-defined. 

far the most important condition the 
eyes look after, because the school work more 
less responsible for it. condition very large- 
induced the misuse eyes during the period 
growth. 

near-sighted child reads well from the book, but 
does not see the board-work well. may make all 
sorts awkward mistakes. most common be- 
tween the ages ten and fourteen. 

That which particularly avoided the 
employment the eyes fine work short distance. 
The continued and almost continual convergence 
the eyes near-sighted person time gradually 
elongates the eyeball. This increase the length 
the axis necessitates that all work brought lit- 
tle nearer than before, and thus myopia increases, 
and continues increase. This continual eye strain 
reduces the circulation and consequently the nutri- 
tion. Where myopia all marked, serious and 
far-reaching consequences result middle age and 
later life. 

The remedy the wearing proper glasses, re- 
lieving the eye strain and giving the eyes oppor- 
tunity normally derelop. 

and older persons who are near-sighted 
usually stoop and become round shouldered from their 
habit poring over their work. This stooping 
near work tends produce congestion the eyes. 

Near-sighted persons usually show prominence 
the eyeball, but not always. The forehead shows 
wrinkles furrows. eyes are weak eyes

poor resistance and majority cases contin- 
ually giving trouble. 


(3) Astigmatism: astigmatism the eyeball 
not spherical. The eyeball has greater curvature 
one direction than some other, usually near 
the vertical and horizontal meridians. Because 
this unequal curvature the focus may either 
front behind the retina both, but different 
amounts. Marked cases astigmatism give rise 
much trouble, but nearly all eyes are slightly astig- 
and the eye overcomes minor defects without 
trouble. 


(4) Muscular Imbalance: The eyeball moved 
six muscles. The superior, inferior, internal and ex- 
ternal recti and the superior and inferior obliques. 
When these muscles are rightly balanced the visual 
the two eyes meet the point observa- 
tion. When muscular imbalance exists this not 
true without eye strain. The results eye strain 
due such unbalanced condition the muscles are 
severe and far-reaching their effects the gen- 
eral health. 

The cause muscle deviations usually some re- 
fractive error. The wearing properly fitted glasses 
the first thing done. 

(a) When the internal recti are not sufficiently 
strong the eyes tend turn outward—exophoria. 

(b) When the external recti are not sufficiently 
strong the eyes tend turn inward—esophoria. 

(c) vertical deviations, the eyes not co- 
operate upward and downward movements rea- 
son insufficiency the superior inferior recti 
muscles.

Find out whether there are symptoms eye 
trouble, headaches, watering the eyes, red 
swollen lids, fatigue reading, reading with the 
book too close the eyes, trouble reading work 
the board, strained look characteristic weak 
eyes; eyes too prominent eyes seemingly set too 
far back the sockets; wrinkles furrows the 
forehead; general poor health.

(d) Write the record the child’s vision the 
school register witha fraction 20/20 the vision 
normal.

the pupil reads the type marked feet 
feet distance, the visual fraction 20/20.

Any fraction 
less than 20/30 indicates defective vision.

Note: The child may be far-sighted and astigmatic to a considerable 


extent and still seem to have the normal vistun. The accommodation 
of children is so strong that they readily overcome for a time a small 
or even medium amount of Hyperopia (far-sightedness).

Hold before the eye one-half diopter convex lens. the pupil sees 
as well with the lens as without it (not necessarily better) he is far- 
sighted. In testing the eye without the lens the defect was hidden by 
strong accommodation. If the lens dims his vision the eye is normal 
Neithsr the normal eye nor the near-sighted eye will accept any convex 
lens for distance.

Myopia—Bring the pupil nearer the chart.

child markedly far-sighted may have undergone 
much strain the ciliary muscle that spasm 
the muscle occurs times. the endeavor the eye 
makes accommodate itself for near objects the 
muscles eventually refuse relax. Under such cir- 
cumstances far-sighted eye may appear near- 
sighted. 

upon approaching the chart dis- 
tance found which the types stand out clear and 
sharp and are easily read for any length time, then 
the pupil far-sighted (except case spasm 
the ciliary muscle). 

far-sighted person upon coming nearer the chart 
may see the letters plainer reason nearness, 
but the types will not stand out clear and sharp and 
remain for any length time. When nearer the 
chart the increased intensity light may momentar- 
ily stimulate his accommodation that for moment 
the types will seem plain, but they will not remain. 

distinguishing between near and far-sighted eyes 
well remember that the near point for near- 
sighted children much nearer than the case 
those far-sighted. 

The correction for myopia and hyperopia with 
proper glasses cannot too strongly emphasized. 
Glasses give the eyes chance derelop normally. 
Near-sighted eyes will only get worse left them- 
selves. Again, the cause muscular imbalance 
usually some refractive error and the wearing 
proper relieves and prevents muscular troubie. 
may not amiss add word explanation with 
reference the test types.

very valuable diagnostic factor, not nearly 
simple procedure described this evening, nor 
innocent one. Caspar read his first paper 
catheterization ureters the Berlin Medical So- 
ciety number years ago, and the discussion 
that ensued, less authority than James Israel 
warned against the use this measure routine 
procedure, healthy kidney could thereby in- 
fected; and prove this assertion demonstrated 
several pathological specimens, germane the 
question. Dr. Grosse wished emphasize the fact 
that, although Dr. Krotoszyner has, yet, reported 
ill-effects from catheterization, that these will 
certainly materialize sooner later. wished 
warn against catheterization ureters cases 
co-existing urethritis and cystitis. Kryoscopy, which 
though not very accurate certainly aid towards 
solving the functional capacity the kidney, and, 
for that reason, well Caspar’s phloridzin test, 
may considered corroborative evidence. 


Dr. Henry Barbat—With regard the different 
catheterizing instruments, use the Bradford Lewis 
cystoscope. rather favor this instrument, 
because gives direct view the interior the 
bladder. Regarding catheterizing the ureters, either 
the male female, error attempt the 
procedure with the patient the dorsal position; 
the knee chest position will give much better results 
and much easier position for the surgeon. 

Dr. Levin—Regarding the danger injury the 
kidneys, have heard Israel mention these failures 
without pointing the previous damage done the 
kidneys through catheterization. this 
attributes the There never any necessity 
insert the cathete> deeply reach the sub- 
stance the kidney. This have heard from Israel 
personally. 

Dr. Quinan wished know Beekman’s instru- 
ment was used the tests and exam- 
inations were made triplicate. called Dr. 
Krotoszyner’s attention the fact that the instru- 
ment and the procedure are notoriously faulty and 
inaccurate. 

Dr. Dudley Tait found, upon his recent European 
trip, that the enthusiasm for cryoscopy noted the 
1900 International Congress, had almost 
subsided. one, with the exception Casper and 
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Kummel, considered cryoscopy method precision. 
Many factors aside from renal insufficiency may in- 
fluence the freezing point blood (Albarran, Ber- 
nard, Hartmann, Israel). Dominici’s experiments 
prove that the formation sugar may occur other 
parts than the kidney, thus explaining the variable 
results from the phloridzin test. made 
parison between ureteral catheterization and segrega- 
tion the urines, showing detail the numerous 
sources error, the difficulties surmounted, the 
necessity for safe and simple methods diagnosis. 
The elements precision attributed ureteral 
catheterization was contested and numerous argu- 
ments given. Operative records services using 
segregation (Hartmann, Tuffier, Legueu, Mayo) were 
frequently better than those services using ureteral 
catheterization (Kelly, Kummel, Casper). Albarran’s 
successor, the Necker Hospital, and the Mayo 
brothers, Rochester, use segregation (Harris’ and 
Cathelin’s). The latter reported last May con- 
secutive nephrectomies without single death. 


Dr. Graves exhibited urethral calculus recently 
removed from female; diagnosis made with Kelly 
cystoscope and wax tipped catheter. 


Dr. Rosenstirn—Methods, such these, will not 
abandoned but probably improved. The removal 
kidney, fact, all kidney surgery, such

San Diego County. 

the regular meeting the San Diego County 
Medical Society, November Dr. Robert Armstrong 
delivered lecture the subject “Affections 
the Nervous System Among English-speaking Peo- 
ples.” said part: 


Speaking of diseases of the nervous system as includ- 
ing all serious disturbances of the normal balance of the 
functions of the nervous system, varying from the strain 
of temporary overwork to those extreme disturbances re- 
sulting the many forms insanity and crime, pretty 
generaily held that there has been of late an increasing 
prevalence of what might very well be called “diseases of 
civilization.”” The rapid and radical changes that have 
beer brought about in methods of production and living. 
by the practical application of science, co-operation, im- 
proved instruments, the substitution of “brain for 
brawn,” machinery for muscle, in doing the world’s work, could 
hardly fail produce tendency the many forms 
nerve and brain affections, too known physicians require 
detailed description. 

When scientific methods and machinery are applied 
as to supply the markets with only, say, 10 per cent of 
the manual labor required by the old methods, the class 
who own the capital invested, and the machinery, have 
increased means and power to indulge their whims and 
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passions, and the better-paid class workmen are, 
course, likely close imitators the extravagant 
habits the wealthy, with increase all the well- 
known results high living and self-indulgence. 

The class workers who tend the highly specialized 
machines, whose work consists usually performing 
some very simple manual operation, which repeated 
throughout the work day or night, with unvarying 
monotony, are more less rapidly reduced the posi- 
tion automatons, with nerves, brain and muscles culti- 
vated only one direction, but mentally and physically 
atrophied in every other respect. Competition of capital 
compels the employment the cheapest available labor, 
and, matter course, women and children must take 
the place all the simpler processes production, 
because they work cheaper. That the women are soon 
physically, morally and mentally wrecks goes without 
saying. Under such conditions children, perhaps, suffer 
less, often never knowing any better; dwarfed, stupid, 
imbecile, death comes, said, these average 
four five years factory life. 

The English-speaking people the world have prob- 
ably suffered relatively more from these new conditions, 
because they have been foremost applying the new 
methods. Other nations, however, are rapidly taking the 
same direction, and as there is necessarily a limit to the 
foreign markets and the lands, some remedy must 
found civilization itself must suffer disaster. 


Science has been applied production; let science 
applied the distribution the results arising from 
the forces nature. 


The hours monotonous factory work must somehow 
reduced, that all the able-bodied workers will share 
the work and the profits, so that the women may do 
their proper work in the family and the home, and the 
children be allowed to develop normally in schools. 


Referring matters which perhaps not directly con- 
cern the profession medicine, most serious source 
of worry, overwork, and all that accompanies these, is to 
found English which requires two 
years more of most unsatisfactory school work in learn- 
ing read and write badly than required learn 
these branches perfectly the schools France, Spain, 
Italy and other European countries. The failure fifty 
years “spelling has been named conclusive 
proof that improvement English spelling impossible. 
But surely cannot true that race, the foremost 
applying science all other practical directions, cannot 
well its less enterprising neighbors this most 
important direction. 

can now demonstrated beyond successful question 
that possible even better. the past all 
alphabets have been entirely arbitrary their sign 
structure. this, other practical affairs, there 
not likely any permanent rest until the best, the 
highest, attainable economy reached; and the best pos- 
sible can be attained only by the application of scientific 
or natural principles. This conceded, obviously the 
first step should be to find some satisfactory principle 


alphabetic development, serve graphic founda- 
tion. 


has been suggested that the best conceivable, the 
most natural standard of graphic sign requirement may 
found the simple principle analogy between writ- 
ten signs and spoken sounds. Since these are analogous 
function, why not make them analogous character, 
possible with the sounds they represent, character, and hence 
simplicity, order, and all that desirable written printed 
expression ? 


Dr. Armstrong then exhibited charts showing 
proposed system graphic signs, which claimed 
most closely followed the sound elements they re- 
spectively represented. suggested that experts 
phonetics could perfect the system, which upon 
general adoption would save least two years 
the teaching and learning common print.

California Academy Medicine. 

The regular meeting for October was called or- 
der the President, Dr. Montgomery, the even- 
ing the 23d. Dr. Terry exhibited patient 
upon whom performed complete extirpation the 
larynx. The patient was presented the Academy 
the May meeting, which time exhibited 
large epithelioma the larynx, involving the vocal 
cords and the May 7th was oper- 
ated upon, the tumor mass and the vocal cords being 
removed; subsequently more tumor masses appeared 
and was again subjected operation, following 
which was treated nine times exposure the 
X-rays. improvement resulting, and the tumor 
mass increasing in‘size, radical operation was de- 
cided upon and performed. tube was inserted bes 
tween the third and fourth tracheal rings and the 
anesthetic administered its means without diffi- 
culty. The entire larynx was then removed, and the 
epiglottis was removed separately. There was very 
little hemorrhage; after the operation the respira- 
tion dropped four per minute, due probably, 
suggested Dr. Terry, the unusual amount air 
entering the lungs after the removal the obstruc- 
tion which had maintained for some time preceding 
the operation. Two days after the operation could 
drink water, and subsequently take soft food. Recov- 
ery was rapid and uneventful. now learning 
ficial articulation means pitch pipe attached 
double tube, one end being inserted the 
tracheal opening and the other held the mouth. 
The present arrangement temporary, but the pa- 
tient has already learned the proper modulations 
the pitch pipe and can make himself well understood. 
Dr. Terry thought the only mistake made was 
refraining from performing the total extirpation 
first. 

Dr. Harry Sherman, who was have reported 
Marjolin’s Ulcer, stated that had not 
been able have the necessary material sent the 
place meeting during the day and would post- 
pone that report until the next meeting, substituting 
for it, the present meeting, the exhibiion speci- 
men spinal tuberculosis.

Dr. Sherman spoke the 
fact that abscesses could and did exist when unsus- 
pected, and called attention the presence one 
the specimen exhibited, which had not been suspected 
any time. Some general discussion followed 
the exact form the Babinski reflex, indicating 
sclerosis the lateral columns. 

Dr. Moffit read paper “Recurrent Vomit- 
ing Children,” based largely the report sev- 
eral cases encountered him. The first patient was 
seen August 22d, and was the child 
parents giving bad nervous history. The first sick- 
ness the child was due bad milk and occurred 
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when about years age. The patient was rachitic 
but not notably nervous. School life was very greatly 
interfered with the attacks vomiting, which oc- 
curred two three times month, generally due 
some excitement overdoing. During the attacks 
there was lateral headache; mucus and bile were 
ited, but blood. Temperatures 103°, 104° and 
105° had been noted, and the skin was brown and 
itching during the attacks. odor was noted. The 
urine, during the attacks, contained large amounts 
indican and acetone, which wereabsent fromthe urine 
other times. The second child had been un- 
healthy since birth; the end its first year 
weighed but eight pounds. Attacks are similar 
those the first patient, but last from three eight 
days. The bowels are always constipated, but the 
child shows nervous temperament. The third pa- 
tient had negative history, and was girl three 
years. Attacks begin with great thirst and vomiting 
lasting from three seven days. There fever, 
but there always, during attacks, heavy odor 
the breath; cause for the attacks can ascer- 
tained. The diet largely one carbohydrates. 
The last attack was preceded exposure the sun, 
two days fever and temperature 103° during 
the attack being noted. There was thirst this 
case, but the urine contained acetone and diacetic 
acid. enema sodium bicarbonate was given 
and the attack relieved about half hour, when 
the acetone disappeared from the urine. Dr. Moffit 
then referred the cases reported Edsol the 
American Journal Medical Science, April. The symp- 
toms most cases are alike; the temperature may 
run from 103° 107°; the skin becomes either yellow 
brown; the bowels have effect, and pain gen- 
erally absent. these patients grow older they de- 
velop migraine, rule. Death may occur during 
the end attack, probably from exhaustion. 
rule there decidedly neurotic history. The 
attacks seem due acid intoxication, and 
five out six patients acetone was found the 
urine, only during attacks. 

The third child was girl three years, with 
family history gout and tuberculosis. She was 
well until six months old, when illness was in- 
duced bad milk. There decidedly nervous 
temperament and attacks occur every two three 
months. She markedly constipated before at- 
tacks, arid the temperature during them ranges from 
102° 197°. There marked heavy odor the 
breath, somewhat resembling the odor sardines. 
Thirst marked. The attacks are generally 
the others cited, and during them acetone and 
diacetic acid are found the urine. all these 
patients large amounts sodium bicarbonate given 
enema relieved the severity the attack and 
caused the acetone and exeess acid cease ap- 
pear the urine. 


Dr. Philip Brown, discussing the paper Dr. 
Moffit, said that had seen number patients 
suffering from these recurrent attacks. thought 
intestinal. disturbance with was 
largely causative factor, and doubted that the pres- 
ence acetone the urine had much with it. 
Acetone difficult find the urine, but diacetic 
acid easy, the acidity the urine. 
should routine procedure look after diacetic 
acid these cases. Many them vomit often 
every ten minutes and keep for hours 
Bicarbonate soda certainly relieves most 
them, and large quantities may given 
the rectum, the buttocks being held forcibly together 
order secure its retention. 

Dr. Quinan said that Leyden, 1882, was the 
first write this form vomiting. outlined 
the literature the subject and expressed the opin- 


ion that impossible develop the pathology 
the condition from the published text books other 
literature the subject. thought some changes 
the pancreatic digestion, the proper secretions 
the various elements the digestive system might 
largely fault the causation these attacks 
vomiting.

Dr. Kerr mentioned the occurrence this 
condition patient recently seen him, the symp- 
toms and general condition being practically the same 
those described the other cases reported. 
child old-mannish his eating and general habits 
and there constipation nor gastric disturbance. 
The attacks seem always preceded some 
nerve excitement. saw the patient the fifth 
day; the bowels had already been well cleared, there 
was odor and only slightly acid urine; the urine 
was not examined for acetone. The attacks com- 
menced shortly after the boy commenced going 
schoo] and seemed started the forced brain 
activity that time. Forty grains bromid, 
given the rectum and retained holding the but- 
tocks together, followed grains every two 
hours, terminated the attack. Bromid has been ad- 
ministered ever since and there has been attack 
since that time, four months having now elapsed. 
Acetone may have something with the attacks, 
but acidity the urine not found every case. 
The cause was originally assigned uric acid, but 
now that has been abandoned and are much 
sea the causation ever.

Dr. Howard Morrow recounted the history this 
disturbance patient his, and stated that cut- 
ting out the acid producing elements the diet had 
result. the patient grows older the at- 
tacks become less frequent and wiil probably disap- 
pear. 

Dr. Sherman asked whether the attacks seemed 
tend self-limitation; whether the patients got bet- 
ter they grew older. The general opinion seemed 
that this was the case and that migraine often 
appeared later life, after the attacks vomiting 
had disappeared. 

Dr. Brown said that the alkaline treatment certainly 
produced results that other treatments did not,

The following is, part, the report the special 
committee appointed the last annual meeting 
the State Society reconstruct the Constitution 
and By-Laws conformity with the recommendation 
made the American Medical Association. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE 
NAME AND OBJECTS. 

The name this Society shall the 
“Medical Society the State California.” 

Sec. The purposes this Society shall 
federate and bring into one compact organization the 
entire medical profession the State California, 
and unite with similar societies other states 
form the American Medical Association; extend 
medical knowledge and advance medical science; 
elevate the standard medical education, and se- 
cure the enactment and enforcement just medical 
laws; promote friendly intercourse among physi- 
cians; guard and foster the material interests 
its members and protect them against imposition; 
and enlighten and direct public opinion regard 
the great problems state medicine, that the 
profession shall become more capable and honorable 
within itself, and more useful the public, the 
prevention and cure disease, and prolonging and 
adding comfort life. 

ARTICLE 
COMPONENT SOCIETIES. 


Component Societies shall consist those county 
medical societies which hold charters from this So- 
ciety. 

ARTICLE 
COMPOSITION THE SOCIETY. 


This Society shall consist Members, 
Delegates and Guests.

ARTICLE VI. 
OFFICERS. 

The officers this Society shall 
President, First Vice-President, Second Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, two assistant Secretaries, Treas- 
urer, five members the Board Medical Exam- 
iners and three Alternates, and twelve Councilors, 
whom one shall elected from each the nine 
councilor districts and three large. Not more 
than three Councilors shall elected from any one 
councilor district.
